STATES. 

Some clitliculties liavo recently iirisen 
betweert tlio United States' and Ger- 
many witli reference to the operation 
I o£ tho Gorman Conscription Laws on 
Germans •svlio have beconio naturalized 
citizens of the United StateH. It is 
now announced that one or two nicni- 
bora of tlie United States House of 
Representatives intend to introduce re- 
solutions looking to the better protec- 
tion o£ naturalized United States citi- 
zensjin Germany. The purpose of the 
TCSOliitions is to torniinate the Bax- 
C^OTt Trc:-.ty made in ISGS and re- 
store the old treaty. Under the J5ak- 
ciiOFT Treaty a tiermau citizen of the 
United States, who returns to hi.s na- 
tive country andremaina two years, be- 
comes subject to tho German law.s iu 
regard to military duty, wliilo the old 
treaty protects him in all tlio rights of 
a United States citizen no matter how 
long he may remain in Germany, pro- 
vided ho does not renew liis allegiance 
to tliat countrj'. Tho Bancrof t Trea- 
ty was made for ton years, and provid- 
ed that after that timo either country 
might abrogate it by giving one year's 
notice. The resolutions proj)ared con- 
template giving Germany this notice 
through tho proper channels. Tliis 
subject has been brought to tho atten- 
tion of several Congressmen by jioti- 
tions from naturalized citizens who 
have, while vi.siting Germany, been 
forced into military service. It is just 
))0.ssible that ( Jorniany while willing to 
abrogate the Banciioft Treaty may not 
be willing to revive the old one, as the 
military power as well as the military 
necessities of Germany, liave. ^eatly 
increased during' the past ton years.

Since Franco becnine a Eepublic, the 
education of tho people has been one of 
tho chief cares of tho Government. At 
tho end of the reign of Charles X., tho 
total budget for public instruction was 
1,825,000 francs — about one-third ns 
much ^s was e.xiieniled for educational 
purposes last year in San Francisco. 
The Church budget was 33,170,000 
francs, and the Royal Family cost the 
country 32,000,000 francs. The Con- 
stitutional jNIonnrchy, which disappear- 
ed in 18*18, increased tho a.nount for 
instruction in 18-tG to 18,000,000 
francs. The Second Empire increased 
this by 3,000,000 francs. The Repub- 
lic voted 38,000,000 francs in 187G; 
40,000,000 in 1877, and 57,625,1 M is 
the estimate for tho present year. The 
sum of 30,000,000 francs is " sot apart 
for primary instruction. As tcaebcrs' 
salaries are very nuicli lower in France 
than on the Pacific Coast tho estimate 
is relatively gi'oater in proportion ns 
the salai'ies are less. 



RUSSIAN SECRECY. 



According to the Philadelphia Times 
the vessels which have been fitted out 
in that city for Russia are not to go to 
their destination empty. It states that 
tho New England car tridge-makershavo 
shipned tens of tiitusands of rounds of 
cartridges consigned to the Russian of- 
ficers, and that New England gun-mak- 
ers have shipped a number of the latest 
improved Gatling guns. The ship- 
ments began in Septembor.and continu- 
ed at intervals for a long time. Noth- 
ing could exceed the caution with which 
tho whole business was conducted. So 
well did tho Russians and those inter- 
ested with them keep the secret that 
oiit of nearly two thousand men em- 
ployed there were probably not ten 
knew that for weeks the large ware- 
house used held guns and ammunition 
enough to stock a fort. 

UNITED STATES IMMIGRA- 
TION. 

Notwithstanding tho alleged stagna- 
tion of aSairs in the United States tho 
tide of immigration to that country has 
been increasing this year. For the 
eleven months ending Nov. 30th the 
number was. 72,147, an increase of 20,- 
138 -over the same period last year and 
of 6,327 over the same period in 187G. 
These figures go to show that among 
our iKiighbors there is more prosperity 
than is accorded in some quarters ; 
otherwise there would not be such a 
rush of people sacking to gain a liveli- 
liood in their territories. 



A PniLADELPiiiA clorgyiyan, the 
llev. Mr. McLcod, contends that there

Christi.ms, he is convinced, 
ought not to take n. gloomy view of 
death, There arc glorious hopes linked 
with,, the sorrows, and the hopes of 
those who are gone before should be 
symbolized rather than the sorrows of 
. those ^ho arc left behind. He would 
have '"S^prful garments worn by 
mounicr.s in token of tho triumph of 
tho glorified ones, and a bit of ribbon 
or crape as a simple memorial of their 
sense of bereavement. The rest of the 
fulH.mourning he would send to the 
heathen, wlib ' in their, sorrow at the 
grave have no hope. There is a good 
deal of sound sense in Rev. Mr. Mac- 
Tweed's roaaonins on this ronttor.

are in free gold. • ' 

We have about 100 tons more like this 
piled in drifts and tunnel. I do not sup- 
pose the ore will average like this, but it 
should go over .$1 5. 

I am alnio.'it afraid t^o run it through the 
mill — in mind of tlie high tailing assays, 
but will try my best.

They further say 
that if "rotten" fish are caught in tho 
Inlet, tho fault ia not theirs, as they are 
rctuly to show on swoni testimony before 
a magiatrato; and adil that, having invest- 
ed some .••?:!, 000 in tho bnsincs.s, it i'i evi- 
dently tiieir interest to preserve ^ tho 
herring fishing grounds as far as possdile, 
and not to injure them.

It ia with sincere regret that we Imvo 
to record tho doatli of Mr. T. R. Patltillo 
at tho hospital, Cariboo. Tho <lei'oased 
arrived here from California at the time 
of tho Eraser Rivor excitemost in ISOJ, 
since which time ho ]ms been most inti- 
mately connected with mining enterprise 
in the Province. Ho was a very hard- 
working and persevering 'nan and bid 
fair at one timo to bo one of tho richest 
men in tlie country, lli.-i' first .success wa.s 
on Heron Crook, in tln^ wintor of I.'-!!)!!, 
and spring of 1807, since which timo ho 
baa made considerable: sjinia in mining ;
